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THE  COINS  OF  FRANCE 

America’s  ties  to  French  coinage  date  from  the  Colonial  period,  when  certain  issues  of 
the  17th  and  18th  Centuries  were  shipped  to  New  France,  Acadia,  Louisiana  and  the  West 
Indies.  In  the  neighboring  British  colonies,  owing  to  a persistent  shortage  of  money, 
French  issues  became  familiar  to  the  colonists. 

America’s  cultural  and  emotional  links  to  France  were  formed  during  our  Revolution- 
ary War,  in  which  French  financial  and  military  aid  were  essential.  Soon  after  the  evacu- 
ation of  British  soldiers  from  the  United  States,  France’s  own  revolution  erupted.  Each  of 
the  new  republics  began  a new  coinage  in  the  1790s,  utilizing  allegorical  symbols  and 
personifications  of  Liberty.  Both  countries  pioneered  the  use  of  decimal  currency.  The 
close  relationship  has  lasted  for  two  centuries,  its  most  recent  manifestation  being  the 
Statue  of  Liberty  Centennial  with  its  issue  of  commemorative  coins  by  both  countries. 

The  coins  of  France  have  been  popular  with  American  collectors  from  the  mid-19th 
Century  onwards.  Their  appeal  is  multi-faceted:  artistic,  historical  and  technical.  From 
the  Medieval  hammered  gold  through  the  milled  coinage  of  Louis  XIII,  XIV,  and  XV  and 
into  the  Revolutionary  period  French  coin  designs  have  been  both  beautiful  and  expres- 
sive of  contemporary  thought  and  taste.  Historically,  coin  designs  and  inscriptions  have 
mirrored  the  evolution  of  the  French  state.  During  periods  of  change  there  have  been 
many  instances  of  types  lasting  only  a year  or  two.  Looked  at  technologically,  French 
coinage  has  always  been  in  the  forefront  of  new  developments  in  minting.  A screw  press 
was  installed  in  Paris  as  early  as  1551  and  was  subsequently  introduced  to  England  by 
French  minters.  In  the  late  18th  Century,  J.P.  Droz  struck  a pattern  Ecu  on  a screw  press 
using  a collar  to  produce  an  edge  device  and  make  a perfectly  round  coin.  This  work 
influenced  the  English  inventor  Matthew  Boulton,  who  was  interested  in  making  coins 
that  would  be  difficult  to  counterfeit.  Boulton’s  subsequent  copper  coinage  adapted  Droz’ 
ideas  to  the  steam  press  and  Droz  himself  executed  several  designs  for  Boulton.  (We  are 
proud  to  offer  a superb  specimen  of  Droz’  pattern  in  ths  list.  See  item  F87.) 

The  present  non-inflationary  market  has  given  collectors  an  ideal  opportunity  to  ob- 
tain choice  French  coins.  Most  observers  feel  that  the  large  debt  being  accumulated  by 
private  and  public  institutions  everywhere  will  lead  to  renewed  inflation  sooner  or  later. 
This  possibility,  together  with  the  loosening  of  financial  and  commercial  controls  imposed 
when  the  Mitterand  government  came  to  power,  are  expected  to  have  a stimulative  effect 
on  the  French  coin  market  in  the  future. 

In  the  list  that  follows  we  are  very  pleased  to  offer  intesting  and  desirable  examples 
of  French  coinage  over  a span  of  eleven  centuries,  from  the  Carolingian  era  to  the  20th 
Century. 


CAROLINGIAN  ISSUES 


LOUIS  THE  PIOUS,  814-840 


Louis  the  Pious  was  the  third  son  of  Charlemagne.  After  the  untimely  death  of  his 
two  older  brothers,  Louis  was  crowned  eo-emperor  at  Aix-la-Chapelle  in  813.  As  Emperor, 
Louis  showed  considerable  interest  in  ecclesiastical  matters.  He  earned  the  surname  “Pi- 
ous” for  banishing  from  the  court  his  sisters  and  others  accused  of  immorality,  as  well  as 
for  his  attempts  to  reform  monastic  life  and  for  his  generous  donations  to  the  Church. 
Problems  of  succession  continually  beset  his  reign,  with  a series  of  revolts  and  civil  wars 
among  his  own  sons  which  culminated  in  the  death  of  one  and  the  effective  division  of  the 
kingdom  among  the  three  survivors.  This  essentially  tribal  practice  of  dividing  the  king- 
dom as  an  inheritance  between  the  sons  posed  a continuing  and  insurmountable  obstacle 
to  the  creation  of  a viable  and  long-lasting  Carolingian  Empire.

The  principal  monetary  denomination  of  Carolingian  Europe  was  the  Silver 
Denier.  The  gold  coins  of  the  period,  primarily  Byzantine  and  Islamic,  appear 
to  have  played  only  a very  limited  role  in  the  economy  of  Western  Europe  in 
the  9th  Century.

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CHARLES  THE  BALD,  840-877 


Charles  the  Bald , son  of  Louis  the  Pious  and  Judith,  succeeded  to  the  Kingdom  of 
the  West  Franks,  corresponding  in  large  part  to  present-dag  France.  Together  with  his 
brother,  Louis  the  German,  king  of  the  East  Franks,  he  managed  to  curtail  the  ambi- 
tions of  his  half-brother  Lothair,  who  had  interited  the  Middle  Kingdom  and  Imperial 
title.  War  between  Lothair’s  sons  in  turn  enabled  Charles  briefly  to  annex  much  of  the 
Middle  Kingdom  and,  for  the  last  two  gears  of  his  life,  the  Imperial  title.

ROYAL  ISSUES 

PHILIP  I,  1060-1108 

During  the  reign  of  Philip  I the  domain  of  the  King  of  France  did  not  extend  far 
begond  Paris  and  Orleans.  Philip  maintained  this  domain  intact  and  even  managed  to 
extend  its  boundaries  bg  taking  advantage  of  rivalries  among  his  often  more  powerful 
vassals,  including  William  I,  King  of  England  and  Duke  of  Normandy.

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LOUIS  VII,  1137-1180 


Louis  VII,  though  a weak  ruler,  succeeded  in  strengthening  the  French  monarchy 
as  an  institution  through  his  own  personal  popularity  and  the  assistance  of  such  able 
civil  servants  as  Suger,  abbot  of  St.  Denis.  The  annulment  of  his  marriage  to  Eleanor  of 
Aquitaine,  however,  and  her  subsequent  marriage  to  Henry  II  of  England,  resulted  in 
the  loss  of  Aquitaine  to  the  English  crown.  Henry's  claims  in  France,  as  Duke  of  Nor- 
mandy and  Aquitaine,  and  Count  of  Anjou,  provided  a severe  limit  to  the  power  of  the 
French  king  and  set  the  stage  for  almost  three  centuries  of  intermittent  warfare  for 
control  of  France.

PHILIP  IV,  1285-1314 

Philip  IV  was  a handsome  and  somewhat  enigmatic  ruler  about  whom  contemporary 
assessment  ranged  from  ineffectual  to  ruthless.  Whatever  his  personal  qualities,  Philip 
was  the  most  powerful  ruler  in  Europe  in  his  day.  He  laid  the  foundations  of  the  nation- 
al French  monarchy  with  a rapid  institutional  development  of  the  centra!  government 
and  an  aggressive  assertion  of  royal  authority.  His  costly  wars  against  England,  how- 
ever, resulted  in  unprecedentedlg  high  taxation,  the  destruction  of  the  wealthy  Knights 
Templar,  and  unsuccessful  experiments  in  the  debasement  of  the  currency.

flic  improvement  of  the  European  economy  during  the  13th  Century  neces- 
sitated the  striking  of  a larger,  finer  silver  denomination  than  the  often  billon 
Denier,  t he  French  answer  to  this  need  was  the  Gros  Tournois,  which  Louis 
l\  introduced  in  1258.  The  weight  of  this  denomination  under  Philip  ranges 
from  1.10  grams  (the  weight  introduced  by  Louis),  to  3.60  grams. 
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PHILIP  VI,  1328-1350 


Philip  l / sought  to  control  his  often  factious  nobles  bg  channelling  their  energies 
into  a war  against  his  most  powerful  enemy,  Edward  III  of  England.  It  was  during 
I hilip  s ) eign  that  the  Hundred  Years  War  began  and  the  French  suffered  their  disas- 
trous defeat  against  English  longbows  at  Crecy.  To  help  pay  for  this  war,  Philip  struck 
large  quantities  of  gold  coinage,  with  a notable  range  of  types  including  the  Ecu  d’or 
which  showed  the  king,  seated  facing  on  a gothic  throne,  holding  a sword.

JOHN  THE  GOOD,  1350-1364 


John  the  Good  came  to  the  throne  of  a France  recently  ravaged  by  the  Black  Death 
and  soon  to  face  a resumption  of  the  seemingly  endless  war  with  England.  In  1356  the 
French  suffered  a serious  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Edward,  the  Black  Prince,  climaxed  by 
the  capture  of  King  John  himself.  Much  of  the  considerable  gold  coinage  of  this  reign, 
including  the  Franc  a cheval  showing  the  king  in  armour  on  horseback,  was  struck  to 
pay  England  for  the  king’s  ransom.  Negotiations  continued  for  eight  years,  with  each 
side  attempting  to  secure  more  favorable  terms.  Only  a portion  of  the  three  million 
Crown  ransom  was  actually  paid,  however,  before  John  died,  in  honorable  captivity,  in 
London.

CHARLES  V,  1364-1380 


King  John  of  France  ordered  his  son  Charles  to  abandon  the  field  of  Poitiers  in  1356 
when  the  battle  turned  against  the  French,  thereby  saving  his  heir  from  the  imprison- 
ment that  overtook  him.  During  his  father's  captivity,  Charles  ruled  as  virtual  king, 
though  his  authority  was  seriously  weakened  by  Etienne  Marcel  in  Paris  and  Charles  of 
Navarre.  When  Charles  assumed  the  throne  after  the  death  of  his  father,  he  consolidated 
his  control  of  the  royal  domain  and  embarked  upon  a war  of  reconquest  that  eventually 
confined  the  English  to  Calais  and  a coastal  strip  of  Gascony.  The  war  was  costly,  and 
this  combined  with  Charles'  extravagance  as  a collector  and  builder,  left  France  in  a 
state  of  near  exhaustion.

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CHARLES  VI,  1380-1422 


The  reign  of  ( horles  VI,  the  Mad,  s aw  France  torn  between  factions  of  the  Dukes  of 
Burgundy  and  the  Dukes  of  Orleans.  Conflict  escalated  from  assassination  to  civil  war 
as  the  Burgundians  joined  forces  with  King  Henry  V of  England.  The  power  of  the 
French  monarchy  reached  its  nadir  in  141S  when  the  Burgundians  captured  Baris. 
Charles  had  become  a mere  figure-head,  at  various  times  a pawn  of  the  Burgundians, 
the  Armagnacs,  and  eventually  of  Henry  V,  who  married  his  daughter  Catherine  and 
became  heir  and  regent  of  France.

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HENRY  VI  of  ENGLAND,  1422-1453 


By  the  terms  of  the  Treaty  of  Troyes,  Henry  VI  of  England,  an  infant  not  quite  one 
year  old,  became  the  King  of  France  in  1422  upon  the  death  of  his  grandfather  Charles 
VI.  His  father,  Henry  V,  with  Burgundian  assistance,  had  secured  most  of  Normandy 
and  with  his  marriage  to  Catherine  of  France,  the  regency  during  the  lifetime  of 
Charles  VI  and  the  succession  to  the  French  throne  upon  Charles’  death.  The  Salut  d’or 
below  shows  this  culmination  of  English  continental  ambitions,  the  combination  of  the 
Arms  of  France  and  England  on  the  coinage  of  an  English  king.

CHARLES  VII,  1422-1461 

Charles  VII,  disinherited  by  the  Treaty  of  Troyes,  was  recognized  as  king  only  of 
some  of  the  southern  French  provinces.  The  steady  growth  of  English  control  of  France, 
however,  was  finally  stalled  in  1429  with  the  raising  of  the  siege  of  Orleans,  a military 
operation  spiritually  aided  by  the  presence  of  Joan  of  Arc.  Charles  was  crowned  King  of 
France  two  months  later  at  Reims.  The  tide  did  not  definitely  turn  in  favor  of  the 
French  until  1435  when  Philip  the  Good,  Duke  of  Burgundy,  concluded  a treaty  with 
Charles,  thereby  ending  the  alliance  between  Burgundy  and  England  which  had  enabled 
England  to  control  much  of  France.  By  1453  the  English  had  been  driven  from  all  their 
possessions  in  France  except  Calais.

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CHARLES  VIII,  1483-1498 


Charles  VIII  was  best  known  for  his  ill-conceived  and  short-lived  expedition  to 
claim  tin  tights  of  the  house  ot  Anjou.  In  1451,  amid  imperial  pomp,  he  entered  Naples, 
but  was  soon  forced  to  return  hastily  to  France  when  a general  Italian  coalition  formed 
against  him.

FRANCIS  I,  1515-1547 

The  reign  of  Francis  I has  been  characterized  as  irresolute  and  vacillating.  This  is 
well  illustrated  by  his  handling  of  the  delicate  Reformation  issue.  At  first  he  showed 
some  favor  toward  the  new  Protestant  doctrine,  then,  alarmed  by  the  violence  of  the 
Reformers,  gave  a free  hand  to  the  party  of  repression  while  still  granting  occasional 
indulgences  to  the  Reform  movement.  To  his  credit,  however,  Francis  was  a great  pa- 
tron of  the  arts,  both  encouraging  French  artists  and  humanists,  as  well  as  sending  to 
Italy  for  the  most  famous  men  and  works  of  art  that  could  be  obtained.  One  such  man  to 
come  to  the  French  court  was  Benvenuto  Cellini.  The  coinage  of  Francis  was  most 
notable  for  the  appearance  of  letters  to  replace  differentiated  symbols  as  indications  of 
mints.

HENRY  II,  1547-1559 

Henry  It  retook  Calais  from  the  English  in  1558,  after  an  occupation  ot  over  two 
hundred  years.  He  also  reunited  to  the  crown  the  Bishoprics  of  Metz,  Tout  and  Verdun, 
but  was  forced  to  renounce  French  claims  in  Italy,  Picardy  and  the  Low  Countries. 
Numismatieally,  it  was  a period  of  innovation.  In  1551,  mechanized  coin  making  equip- 
ment was  installed  in  Paris.  The  machinery  was  powered  by  a watermill  on  a barge 
moored  in  the  Seine  and  consisted  of  a rotting  device,  a planchet  punch  and  a screw 
press.  Initially,  this  equipment  was  used  mostly  for  making  essais.

CHARLES  IX,  1560-1574 


Discoid  between  t atholics  and  Prostestants  increased  during  the  reign  of  Charles 
/A  and  was  to  lead  after  the  death  ot  his  successor  Henry  III  to  a breakdown  in  which 
separate  coinages  would  be  struck  simultaneously  by  three  different  factions.  In  the 
meantime,  the  regular  coinage  of  Charles  IX  continued  to  be  struck  by  hammer.  The 
mill  was  used  for  essais  and  pieforts.

HENRY  III,  1574-1589 

Religious  strife  worsened  under  Henry  III.  After  his  assassination  in  1589.  French 
coinage  was  struck  in  the  names  of  three  different  rulers  according  to  local  political 
allegiances.  In  some  areas,  until  1594,  coinage  of  Henry  III  continued  to  be  struck.  In 
others,  coins  were  struck  in  the  name  of  the  pretender  Charles  X.  In  still  others,  coins 
were  struck  in  the  name  of  Henry  IV.  Before  the  death  of  Henry  III,  a new  copper- 
coinage  was  introduced.  It  was  struck  in  Paris  on  the  screw  press.

HENRY  IV,  1589-1610 


Henry  IV  was  a Protestant  and  was  already  King  of  Navarre  when  he  succeeded  to 
the  throne  of  France.  He  renounced  the  Protestant  religion  but  was  nevertheless  not 
widely  recognized  at  first  and  was  forced  to  extend  his  authority  city  by  city.  By  1596, 
with  the  addition  of  Toulouse  (mintmark  M),  all  the  mints  were  striking  coins  in  his 
name.  The  watermill  in  Paris  continued  to  be  used  for  copper  coins,  essais  and  pieforts.

LOUIS  XIII,  1610-1643 

Coinage  of  the  gold  Louis,  the  Half  Louis  and  multiple  Louis  was  inaugurated  in 
1640.  The  new  coins  were  struck  by  screw  press  and  their  introduction  marked  a major 
turning  point  in  the  fabric  of  French  coinage.  The  Louis  coinage  continued  until  the 
overthrow  of  Louis  XVI  when  the  currency  was  decimalized.  Nicolas  Briot  and  Jean 
Warin  were  the  minters  who  were  finally  responsible  for  this  large  scale  conversion  to 
the  screw  press.

During  the  long  reign  of  Louis  XIV,  France’s  most  illustrious  monarch  up  to  that 
time,  the  gold  Louis  and  silver  Ecu  underwent  several  changes  in  design  owing  to  the 
King's  aging  and  various  monetary  alterations  in  the  later  years.  The  collector  is  thus 
confronted  with  a fascinating  array  of  different  types.  Beginning  around  the  end  of  the 
17th  Century,  both  the  gold  and  silver  were  frequently  overstruck  as  an  expedient  to 
keep  the  coinage  looking  fresh.

The  reign  of  Louis  is  divided  into  two  periods  numismatically  as  well  as  politically. 
During  the  Royal  period,  1774  to  1791,  the  coinage  continued  as  in  the  preceding  reign. 
In  1791,  the  new  Constitutional  Government  held  a competition  for  new  designs.  Dupre's 
rendering  of  the  Genius  of  France  writing  the  Constitution  was  selected  for  the  new 
reverse.  Inscriptions  were  changed  from  Latin  to  French.

FIRST  REPUBLIC,  1793-1799 


I he  overthrow  of  Louis  AW  brought  about  sweeping  changes  in  the  coinage.  A 
decimal  currency  was  introduced  and  republican  imagery  replaced  all  symbols  of  the 
Monarchy.  The  only  silver  coin  issued  during  the  1st  Republic  was  a 5 Franc  piece 
depicting  the  Hercules  group.  No  gold  was  issued  until  Year  XI  (1802-1803).

BUONAPARTE,  1st  CONSUL,  1799-1804 

Numismatic-ally,  the  evolution  of  the  1st  Republic  into  the  Empire  began  in  1799  as 
the  portrait  of  Napoleon  appeared  for  the  first  time.  The  reverse  inscription  continued  to 
proclaim  the  Republic  for  another  ten  years.  Napoleon’s  first  portrait  showed  a plain, 
youthful  head.  Dates  were  given  in  terms  of  the  number  of  years  since  the  foundation  of 
the  Constitutional  government  in  1791 .

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NAPOLEON  EMPEREUR,  1804-1815 


Napoleon  adopted  the  title  “Empereur”  in  Year  12  (1803-1804).  Various  plain,  youth- 
ful heads  were  used  until  1807,  when  a laureate  head  was  introduced.  The  new  head  was 
still  combined  with  a republican  reverse.  Revolutionary  dating  was  last  used  for  Year  14 
(1805-1806).  The  Empire  reverse  was  introduced  in  1809  and  used  regularly  through  1814. 
It  was  revived  briefly  in  1815  during  the  “100  Days.”  The  various  combinations  of  obverse 
portraits  and  reverse  inscriptions  produced  six  different  basic  types.

LOUIS  XVIII,  1815-1824 


The  Monarchy  uas  restored  with  Louis  XVIII  and  continued  until  18-18.  However,  the 
decimal  coinage  system  established  during  the  1st  Republic  continued  basically  unaltered 
until  World  War  I. 

After  having  made  a brief  appearance  during  the  1st  Republic  and  Empire,  a bronze 
coinage  was  reintroduced  in  1848.  The  gold  40  Francs  was  last  struck  in  1839  and  new 
gold  denominations  of  50  and  100  Francs  were  introduced  by  Napoleon  HI  in  1855.  The 
silver  5 Francs,  an  everyday  coin  during  the  first  half  of  the  19th  Century,  was  last 
struck  in  1878.
